Guarded stat ments by British, 
French and American authorities 
lead to this belief and are borne 
out by admissions by the German 
Admiralty that many submarines 
are being lost through new devices 
and methods employed by the 
Entente.. There is also a decrease in 
the activities of subamrines, al- 
though it must be admitted that they 
have swept the seas of hundreds of 
ships and victims are more scarce 
and harder to find. American in- 
genuity will certainly find an answer 
to the submarine question. 

It is intensely gratifying to realise 
that the United States, made up of 
all peoples of the world, has rallied 
as one man, to the work in hand. 
Germany had hoped her children in 
this country would betray their 
adopted country, and engage ia 
riots, ineurrections and general dis- 
order and destruction.

CONGRESS BUSY

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) May 11.—The 
general condition of the mines of 
Goldfield has improved in marked 
degree during the past three months; 
important discoveries have been 
made at a number of points In the 


district, and large quantities of pay 
ore have been placed in sight and 
made available for merketing in 
that period. A factor of the greatest 
moment to the district has been the 
successful appl jon of the oil flo- 
tation process a large scale in the 
treatment of the more _ refractory 
ores. 

For a long time to come, how- 
ever, Goldfield will experience no 
lack of sufficient tonnage of low 
grade gold-copper ore, well suited 
for flotation to supply a plant of 
large capacity, and facilities will be 
at hand to treat all oxidized ore of 
commercial value that may be found 
here. With a ready market for both 
free milling and base ores, a stimu- 
lus will be given to mining through- 
out the district, and in future prop- 
erties that possess only low grade 
or refractory ores, and for that rea- 
son have been unable to work with 
profit, will be enabled to pursue con- 
tinued development. In Goldfield, 
this means that such properties will 
have prospects at all times of open- 
ing bonanza deposits such as those 
that enriched the early-day oper- 
ators and brought the district into 
world renown.

States. Salvador Madero and his 
brother, Enrique Madero, were at 
the time of the outbreak of the rev- 
olutionary troubles among the 
wealthiest men in Mexico. 
GROWING PROSPEROUS. 


Besides thé millions of acres of 
land that they own, they were in 
control of many manufacturing 


„plants and banks. Salvador Madero 


was known as the flour mill king of 
at 
many Of the cities and towns partic- 
ularly in the northern part of the 
country. The guayule rubber indus- 
try alone of the Maderos represented 
a wealth of more than $60,000,000. 
They were, next te the Roekefeller- 
Aldrich Syndicate, the largest pro- 
ducers of crude guayule rubber in 
Mexico, The several rubber facto- 
ries that they have operated are 
among the other properties confis- 
eated by the Carranza government. 

Although exiled from their homes 
and forced to live in a foreign land, 
the various family heads of the Ma- 
deros have not been idle during the 
time that their holdings in Mexico 
had been in the hands of the gov- 
ernment. They formulated a system 
by which all imports from Mexico 
were carefully watched and when- 
ever they found that rubber or other 
products coming from their Mexican 
properties had entered this country 
they sought and usually recov 
possession of same by estabilshing to 
the satisfaction of custom authori- 
ties their right to it. In some cases 
they had to go into court to prove 
it has 
been a very costly experience for the 
family. In order to watch the differ- 
ent border ports of entry and to 
keep track of the shipments from 
Mexico, the different members of the 
Madero family established them- 
selves in Brownsville, Laredo, Eagle 
Pass and El Paso. Still others of 
them have made their temporary 
homes in San Antenio and Corpus 
Christl. 

One of the remarkable features 
of the Mexican situation is that prao- 
tically all of the wealthy property 
owners of that country are now in 
exile. If the action of Carranza in 
granting amnesty to certain mem- 
bers of the Madero family can be 
taken af a criterion of the adoption 
en his part of a new policy towards 
these expatriated citizens, it is be- 
eved that he will have done much 
towards placing this war-torn re- 
public upon a substantial peace and 
Lusiness footing.

There is no question but what the 
revoluti plots that manifest 
themselves m time to time in 
Mexico have chiefly for their purpose 
the placing of the country in con- 
dition that the wealthy exile ele- 
ment may return to their homes 


and properties. It is believed that b 


if Carranza shows a proper spirit 
of magnanimity towards these ex- 
patriots, he will have done much 
towards solving the problems with 
which the country is now confronted. 
It is pointed out that many of the 
men who really made Mexico from 
the standpoint of development and 
industrial progress during the days 
of the late President Porfirio Diaz, 
are now dented the privilege of liv- 
ing in their native land.

asleep, and no ordinary thing you 
could do would awaken it, for 

is ite lénge winter sleep. 

This sleep is one of the great mys- 
terles of nature. None of the aci- 
entists can explain it. They have 
been studying it lately, in different 
parts of thé world, with more than 
usual atterftion, and they have dis- 
covered some new things about it. 
It has always been known that in 
the few weeks before the hibernating 
period is to begin those animals 
which are to sleep through the win- 
ter begin to put on fat. 
that? you ask 
answer why. y 
gone and the 
scrawny, so it 
supplies energy to keep the h 
beating, although the processes of 
feeding and excretion are suspended 
throughout the long sleep. 

In the Ozark hilis of Missouri is 
a huge cave wherein millions of bats 
hibernate each winter. In the fall 
they come flying in clouds from all 
directions and they attach them- 
selves to the rock roof and hang in 
great clusters until spring, when 
they go forth n to their sum- 
mer haunts to and nest and 
multiply. 

When the woodchuck crawls into 
his hole for his winter's sleep he 
stops breathing, but his heart ts 
on, feebly, and his blood circulates, 
slowly. You may pull him out when 
he is thus hiberating and hold him 
under water for a long time and he 
will not drown, because he is not 
reathing and his lungs will not fill 
with water. His heart will beat right 
along. You may remove his brain 
and his entire spinal cord, and his 
heart will beat for twelve hours. You 
may cut off his head and his heart 
will beat three hours. 

But it is ble to freese the 
warm-bloo hiberating animal to 
death. If it gets too cold the an- 
mal will begin to etir, and if it stays 
too cold for a long time he will die; 

t have been known to have 
their blood frozen to ice and yet they 
lived. Mosquitoes and spiders may 
be frozen so they are as brittle as 
snowflakes and break to pieces when 
touched, and yet they revive with 
warm weather. But with each - 
ing and thawing their Vital! les- 
sens, and after a certain num of 
them they fail to revive. 

When warm weather comes the 
hiberating animals begin to stir and 
goon come out. What strang in- 
stinct or impulse is it that urges the 
hiberati! animal to put on fat for 
his long sleep; that suspends hreath- 
ing but keeps the heart pulsating; 
that awakens him when the weather 
drops to the danger point, or when 
it is warm enough to come out in 
the spring? That is one of the mys- 
teries.

WOULD SAVE BEANS. 


Among the many conservation 
suggestions is one by Dr. Mary I. 
Neff, who has found that the mes- 
quite bean crop of Arizona has been 
going to waste in latter years, save 
for that part picked up in the fall 
by livestock, as the pods drop to the 
ground, yellow and full of sugar. 
These beans once formed a materia! 
part of the Indian ration, usually 
ground into meal, from which por- 
ridge, cakes or pinoche might be 
made. Bu odern Indians prefer 
flour from stores and are not 
fond of the simple food of their 
ancestors. It has been suggested 
that the Indian school children be 
rewarded for gathering and bring-

Every head was uncovered 
and the audience stood at rigid at- 
tention as the veterans |} the 
steps, holding the banner. Chair- 
man Daubenspeck then introduced 
Col. Holabird, a veteran of both the 
army and navy in the Civil] War, 
as the donor of the banner. Col 
Holabird said: | 

COL, HOLABIRD’S ADDRBESS. 

“I am signally honored by being 
permitted to present our country’s 
flag, the ‘Star Spangled Banner,’ to 
the patriotic societies of Loe An- 
geles. Under the providence of God, 
I was permitted, as were you, my 
veteran comrades of the Grand 
Army, to help make our flag a per- 
petual banner of liberty, for until 
the shackles of slavery were broken, 
and millions of black men and wom. 
en were made free, that great sen- 
tence in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence which reads: 

“"*We hold these truths to be self 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator, with certain inalien- 
able rights, that among these are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness,’ was meaningless. 

“I repeat, that until the slave was 
freed the sentence quoted did not 
accord with the. facts. 

“My comrades, we have lived for 
a purpose. Our lives and actions as 
soldiers were directed by the hand 
of an omnipotent God. Most of the 
veterans of the Civil War have 
passed the ‘three score years and 
ten,” and are today living fllustra- 
tions of the great truth, that once 
the spirit of liberty and patriotism is 
born in the human breast, it never 
dies. We have lived until the time 
of the greatest war the world has 
ever known, a war where autocracy 
and tyranny are errayed against all 


part! the nations of earth, who believe in 


democracy. A war in which democ- 
racy must be triumphant, or civili- 
zation will perish from the earth, 
and anarchy will prevail. Let Ameri- 
Ca awake to this terrible truth, 

“We have heard the approving 
voice of one hundred millions of 
free Americans, we have read the 
patriotic statement to the Congress 
by the President of these United 
States, and we are now marshaliing a 
mighty host, composed of the flower 
of our young manhood, to aid in the 
death struggle of democracy 
tyrann /. 

“To maintain liberty of con- 
science, liberty of the press, free 
speech, and the right of the peoples 
of earth to choose who among their 
number shall be the Chief Executive. 
For absolute and unquestioned free- 
dom of the seas our flag has been 
unfuried, and please God, it will 
never again be laid down until vie- 
tory is won, and tyranny is crughed. 
Many of us have in our veins the 
blood of sires who fought in the 
great and victorious Revolution. 
that gavé birth to this nation and 
to this glorious flag. Talk about 
pride of ancestry, what pride can 
compare with that of Americans who 
can say, My forefathers fought and 
died for this greatest of human am- 
bitions, Liberty!’ 

“When I gaze upon this flag, I 
am impelled to believe that it was 
not ordinary genius that so harmo- 
niously arranged these glorious 
stripes and the beautiful blue field 
with the white stare thereon. em- 
blems of purity and unity. No, ft 
was not genius, it was an inepira- 
tion. 

“At last we have reached the day 
when our flag means protection of 
life and liberty to an American citi- 
zen in any land and on any sea. We 
can now say in truth: 
"When an American citizen 
In foreign harbors shall behold 

That flag unfurled. 

"Twill be as a friendly hand, 
Stretched out from his native land,

queeney and Charles Sandstorm of 
the Spanish-American War Veterans 
slowly raising it to the top of the 
pole, Miss Goodwin sang “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” As she reached 
the second chorus the entire assem- 
blage joined in the stirring song. 
The company of Sons of Veterans 
stood at present arms. 
As the flag spread ite folds in the 
Gen. Otis delivered the fol- 
lowing short address: 
STAND BY THE FLAG!

in appreciative remembrance as 
long as these organizations shall en- 
dure, and the purpose for which 
they were created remain a living, 
vital necessity in our national life 
and character. 

“There is little more we can do 
than to thank them with abounding 
gratitude for the gifts they have 
bestowed upon our patriotic orders, 
assuring them of our profound love 
for the institution of our country 
which these symbols signalize, and 
which are ours to perpetuate as 
sons and daughters of worthy sires 
who dedicated to our keeping the 
republic, with its priceless blessings 
and its boundless store of wealth 
and happiness. It augurs well for 
our country when we realize the 
vital necessity of keeping alive the 
patriotism of the people. And by 
no other means can we accomplish 
thie task so well as by the singu- 
larly interesting service we are met 
to participate in this afternoon. 

“With the dark clouds of war 
gathering on our horizon, and the 
uncertain results of the conflict now 
going on in foreign lands, we shall 
do well to kindle anew the flame of

the struggle to maintain for al) the 
people the rights and privileges of a 
free democracy in the activities of 
social and business life—may take 
deep root in the minds of the peo- 
ple, and especially in the minds of 
the young men and women of our 
State and city, to the end that they 
see and realize, while acquiring 
their education, what free institu- 
tions and free action mean to them, 
and what our boasted liberty of

Thousand Growers Expected to At- 
tend Meetings this Week-—Ex- 
hibits will be Among the 
Largest and Most Inter- 
esting ver Shown. 


The fourth semi-anual meeting of 
the California Avocado Association, 
which will be held at Normal Hill 
Center next Friday and Saturday, ts 
expected to attract over 1000 avo- 
cado growers from all parts of the 
Southland and others interested in 
the development of the fruit, and it 
is expected that the exhibit of fruit 
and nursery stock will be the largest 
and most interesting ever prepared.

HOLLYWOOD BAPTISTS TO 
HAVE FINE NEW CHURCH. 


for the handsome new house 
of worship that ia to replace 
their old frame church at the south- 
east corner of Las Palmas and Selma 
avenues, the members of the congre- 
gation of the First Baptist Church of 
Hollywood are eagerly looking for- 
ward to the early beginning of con- 
struction operations. Marsh & How- 
ard, architects of the new church, 
informed the church board during 
the past week that bids could un- 
doubtedly be received and the con- 
tract let before the end of May. 
The plans, as approved by the 
church heads, call for a structure 
of Spanish Rennaissance architec- 
ture to front on Selma avenue, and 
to have ground dimensions of 882150 
feet The edifice will have plastered 
exterior walls, the ornamentation 


being carried out in staff and artifi- 
clal stone. The entrance portico will 
be set off by four large columns. The 
treatment of the interior will be in 
keeping with the outside, the color 
scheme being carried out in old 
ivory throughout. The equipment 
will include a pipe organ.

HINESE LABOR NEEDED. 
The proposition to temporarily let 
down the bars to Chinese labor to meet 
the emergency now confronting the farm- 
ers of the country is 1 good one and The 
Times is heartily in favor of such a step. 
Letters and telegrams are pouring in from 
all parts of the State in favor of this plan 
and the Washington authorities are also 
being urged to take action. 

The Chinese Exclusion Act could easily 
be modified in such a way as to permit of 
this. If the modification were hedged 
around with wise restrictions, limiting the 
number of laborers admitted and based on 
the actual ascertained needs of the farm- 
ers and ranchers of the country, nothing 


dut good could possibly come from such a 


Farm labor we must have, and we are all 
well aware of one big fact in this connec- 
tion, that is this, the Chinese are one of 
the most expert and capable agricultural 
people in existence; and, in addition, they 
are faithful, reliable and industrious. With 
our vast agricultural areas well supplied 
with this class of labor bumper crops would 
be assured, and if the highest governmental 
authorities are to be relied upon bumper 
crops are what we need for winning this 
war. 

In the face of the most alarming food 
shortage that ever confronted the world no 
means or measures should be cast aside 
that promise to aid in solving the problem 
that the United States and the Allies are 
facing. Food we must have, but unless we 


‘get men on the farms to cultivate and har- 


vest the crops millions of tons of food will 
be wasted—and in a time like this waste 
is nothing short of criminal. 

The letting down of the bars to Chinese 
labor would have a wholesome effect on 
the present attitude of the food speculators, 
for they are undoubtedly gambling on the 
labor shortage as a factor in future mar- 
ket conditions. We know that the crops 
have been planted in sufficient volume to 
feed not only our own people, but the entire 
group of nations with whom we are allied 
in this world struggle; afid, knowing this, 
we should take immediate steps to see that 
sufficient labor is made available to give 
the crops the best care while growing and 
to see that they are promptly and efficiently 
harvested. 

Modify the Chinese Exclusion Act. Let 
down the bars in such a way that every 
farmer who has planted his troad acres 
may be assured of sufficient labor to get 


his crops in and to market. There is no 


danger in this transaction if it is properly 
handied. First, ascertain just how much 
and where the labor is needed, then admit 
@ sufficient number of laborers to supply 
this need. It's a good plan and should be 
promptly adopted. 


OF SELECTIVE CONSCRIP- 
TION. 

Washington, in 1780, said: “The mode 
by draft is the only efficacious one to ob- 
fin men for the army in time.” 

Jefferson in 1810 said that “all men be- 
tween 20 and 25 should be liable to be 
trained and called into service at a mo 
ment’s notice.” 

In the War of 1812 the volunteer system 
exhibited its inefficiency. Massachusetts 
and Connecticut refused to furnish any 
troops. The burden of supplying their 
quota fell upon the other States. State con- 
scription was resorted to and men who 
were drafted were permitted to hire sub- 
stitutes. A well-known statesman who, in 
the Van Buren campaign, was charged with 
a lack of patriotism for not participating in 
the War of 1812, replied indignantis: 1 
did participate. I was drafted, and hired 
a substitute, and that man’s bones now lie 
bleaching upon the soil of Lundy's Lane.” 

The volunteers for the Mexican War 
were largely from the Southern and South- 
eastern States and comparatively few came 
from the Middle and Middle Western 
States. 

The Civil War Records show that of 
2,778,309 Union soldiers 1522 were under 15 
years of age, 230,578 were 15 and 16 years 
of age, 618,840 were 17 years of age, 306,- 
5647 were 18 years of age, 1,580,245 were 
from 19 to 24 years of age, and only 46,626 
were 25 and over. 

Not all the “volunteers” in the Civil War 
deserved that title. The Federal govern- 
ment pald $363,662,000, and the States paid 
$289,900,000 to induce “volunteers” to enlist, 
and a large unascertained amount was pail 
by counties and cities. 

Some States d $100 for “volunteers” 
and others paid as high as $1100. In every 
war in which our country has been en- 
gaged there has been a considerable num- 
ber of “slackers;” some from conscientious 
objections to the war, some from shcer 
cowardice and some from utter indifference 
to the performance of patriotic duty. 

The War of 1812 was unpopular in New 
England, and Massachusetts and Connecti- 
cut refused to furnish troops for it. The 
Mexican War was popular’ south of the 
Ohio River and west of the Alleghenies and 
volunteers from that section flocked to the 
colors. But it was not popular in the 
North, and Tom Cormin of Ohio did not 
altogether lose caste there when he said 
that if he were a Mexican he would “wel- 
come marauding Americans with bloody 
hands to a hospitable grave.” 

In the Civil War there was a divergence 
of opinion as to its wisdom or necessity. 
Even Horace Greeley advocated that the 
Union should say to the Southern States: 
“Wayward sister, depart in peace,” and in 
1864, 1,808,725 American citizens voted to 
discontinue the war for the Union and rec- 
ognize the Confederacy. 

In 1863, after two years of war, Congress 
was compelled to pass a draft law. It ex- 
empted from service men who paid $300 
commutation and men who furnished sub- 
stitutes. The first call under this law was 
for something over 200,000 men; 52,228 
paid commutation and 26,002 furnished sub- 
stitutes. 

Those who favor conscription do not dis- 
credit the volunteers the real volunteers 
~—not those who by bounties are hired to 
volunteer. Congressman Kahn of Califor- 
nia, in urging the passage of the selective 
conscription law, said: “At the very be- 
ginning of this great stfuggie that con- 
fronts us we must start our military policy 
on a proper basis. The high-spirited, pa- 
triotic, courageous sacrifice personal inter- 
ests and creature comforts, and often even 
life itself, in volunteering for the republic. 
The timid, the selfish, the cowardly, are 
permitted to shirk their duty. The burden 
ought never to be allowed to upon the 
shoulders of the former

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obligation to service ought to rest upon the 
shoulders of all alike.” 

The Times agrees with Mr. Kahn that 
the nation should never permit our patri- 
otic citizens who are willing to volunteer 
to do the fighting. No complaint can be 
made of the volunteer soldier. On many a 
bloody field in our country's history he has 
demonstrated his valor and his splendid 
fighting qualities. Opposition to the volun- 
teer system does not include disparage- 
ment of the volunteers, but means only op- 
position to the system which permits him 
alone to do the fighting for the republic 
and suffers the timid and the cowardly to 
| stay at home. 

The selective conscription law is just. It 
tells every American citizen that in this 
hour of the country’s stress the United 
States expects every American to do his 
duty; that it will not be for him to say 
whether he wants to do it or not; “that the 
country will demand of him that he do it 
in payment for the blessings of liberty that 
he has enjoyed all these years under the 
folds of Old Glory.” 


FORCE BILL. 

Attorneys who have carefully exam- 
ined the text ot the Flaherty anti-injunction, 
pro-picketing bill are unanimous in the 
opinion that it is as vicious a piece of leg- 
islation as ever passed the California Les 
‘slature. While the original intent of its 
proponents was to secure the adoption of 
an act that would limit the power of the 
courts to grant injunctions in cases involv- 
ing labor disputes, the measure as finally 
approved by the Legislature restricts the 
courts from issuing injunctions In all litiga- 
tion. If this measure is signed by Gov. 
Stephens and permitted to become a law of 
the State a reign of force will supplant the 
present rule of reason and equity. We 
shall see outrages perpetrated in California 
under the protection of the law that will 
parallel the reign of legalized lawlessness 
in the Alaskan gold fields depicted so 
graphically by Rex Beach in “The Spoil- 
ers.“ 

Like many other measures passed hastily 
in the closing hours of the forty-second 
legislative session, this bill was amended 
at the last moment by inserting sections 
that had never been considered in commit- 
tee. Some of these sections are broader 
in scope than the union-labor protagonists 
of the measure themselves intended. They 
were seeking an act that would place the 
labor unions above the law, that would 
-create of organized labor a privileged class 
and would confer on its members the right 
to destroy property and beat up independ- 
ent workmen without interference from the 
law. The act makes ample provision for 
this: but it goes still farther and prohib- 
its the issuance of injunctions to litigants 
in cases where organized labor is not a 
party to the dispute. 

By reason of this provision protests 
against the measure are being made to 
Gov. Stephens by persons and associations 
having no immediate concern in disputes 
between employers and employees. The 
act in its present form is a dangerous men- 
ace to the mining, oll and lumber indus- 
tries of the States. In the early days the 
right of force alone was recognized in dis- 
putes involving the possession of mining 
claims or water holes. Wealthy companies 
organized posses and took armed posses- 
sion of disputed properties. To check this 
lawlessness leading attorneys and bar as- 
soctations held a conference and prepared 
a number of statutes which provided that 
the rights of the weak might be protected 
through an appeal to the State courts for 
injunctions which would prevent the raid- 
ers from looting or devastating the prop- 
erty while the courts were deliberating 
over details of the disputed ownership. 

These statutes have been in force for a 
number of years; they have proved a bul- 
wark that protects the weak against the 
attacks of armed lawlessness; but let the 
Plaherty anti4dnjunction bill once become a 
law and the last of these safeguards is re- 
moved. It will be possible for the stronger 
to take armed possession of the property of 
the weaker and pillage it, while the suit 
over disputed ownership is tied up by end- 
less litigation through appeals to higher 
courts, 


It will be noted, and to the credit of 
Cuba, that she did not wait to be asked 
whether she would remain friendly to the 
United States.

1 PLIGHT OF KANSAS. 

Kansas, according to the Topeka State 
Journal, is facing a very serious situation. 
The State, which will this year produce 
crops for almost every tillable acre of soll, 
is now confronted with a labor shortage. 
Men in towns with former farm experienc 
are urged to enlist in a volunteer campaign 
to save the crops. Added to the labor 
crisis is a fuel shortage which threatens 
transportation and industria] activities, and 
the conditions which face Kansas are con- 
fronted by the Northwestern and Middle 
Western States also. There is a record 
acreage but there are not sufficient men to 
harvest the crops. 

Between now and June 1 Kansas will 
begin the cutting of 1,000,000 acres of al- 
falfa. The meat supply depends absolutely 
on saving that crop, for the alfalfa is in- 
dispensably necessary to feed the stock. 

Paul McBride, the State labor commis- 
sioner, states that at this season of the 
year the commission usually received 150 
to 200 letters a day from persons asking 
for employment in the Kansas harvests, 
and this year they received only four or 
five letters a week. 

The labor shortage is not limited to a 
scant supply of farm labor. Fuel conditions 
confronting the cities, the industrial cen- 
ters and the transportation companies are 
most serious. Statements before the Kan- 
sas council told of a short coal output, in- 
creased wages to miners in the face of their 
agreements for another year, and failure of 
operators to fill contracts or supply de- 
mands. 

»Unless these conditions are relieved,” 
said the president of the council, “we face 
a serious situation next winter. Many in- 
dustrial plants will be compelled to shut 
down unless the labor supply is increased.” 

The Times predicts that the grass and 
grain crops of Kansas will not be lost, for 
the labor will be found to harvest them 
if it compels lawyers to leave their offices, 
and merchants to close their stores, and 
idiers, whether rich or poor, to wet their 
brows with honest sweat.

ITH our concern in the lan- 
ternational situation sharp- 
ened by our participation in 
the war, the question whether Spain 
will be driven into active support 
of the Entente Allies becomes of 
large importance to us. Undoubt- 
edly the burden borne by France 
could be speedily and appreciably 
lightened, with no risk of troops in 
transportation, by such an army as 
Spain could furnish overland; and 
the continuous pressure on the west- 
ern front, now so necessary, could 


be maintained pending proper prep- 
aration of the reinforcements from 
the United States. But Spain can, 


and should, determine’ her action 
solely with a view to her own wel- 


nastic alliances and relationships 
have enabled the rulers of Spain and 
Austria to act for centuries as part- 
ners in the maladroit game of Pu- 
ropean diplomacy. There was, in- 
deed, a time when that combination 
bade fair to dominate the world just 
as the Hohenzollerns, in alliance 
with the Hapsburgs, seek now the 
attainment of universal overlord- 


however, 
Spain today is amenable to the in- 
dustrial and commercial influences 
that rule mankind. 

Not only does Germany's subma- 
rine warfare menace Spain in her 
commerce and her industries, but 
the German plan of world dominion 
endangers the free existence of the 
Spanish-speaking republics in Amer- 
lea which, although their independ- 
ence of Spain was won by force of 
arms, as was ours from England, 
have always cherished an affection 
for the mother country. 

The bond has proved mutual and 
enduring. Culture in Spanish Amer- 
ica antedates our own by more than 
a century. When Harvard and Yale 
were struggling day schools great 
universities flourished in the vice 
regal capitals, Lima and Bogota.

In contrast, she says, the 
British seamen presented a well-fed 
appearance. 

There is not a dog left in Den- 
mark, according to the milliner, the 
government having ordered every 
one killed, in order to conserve food, 
It was hinted that many of the 
animals afterward appeared as 
“corned beef.” 
Mme. Schroeder says it was neces- 
sary to call out police reserves and 
soldiers to protect the German Am- 
bassador Bernstorff when he passed 
through Denmark on his way to Ger- 
many. The Danes she said. are bit- 
ter toward the Germans and fears 
were expreased for the diplomat and 
his entourage. 

Mme. Schroeder says hundreds of 
Americans are stranded in Denmark, 
which is an armed camp. Sugar can- 
not be obtained and it is necessary 
to sweeten coffee with saccharine. 
Potatoes are about all gone and 
bread sells at 40 cents a loaf.

They Find Conditions to Suit 
in New Camp. 


Bobby Burns Nearing Vein; 
Surface Ore Returns. 


Copper Age Mill to Operate 
Weeks. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

CHLORIDE (Ariz.) May 12.—A 
party of prominent stockholders in 
the Arizona-Chioride Mining Com- 
pany visited camp this week to 
look over the properties they are in- 
terested in. They expressed them- 
selves with being more than pleased 
with the work that is being done on 
the various claims of the company 
and the efficiency of the manage- 
ment. John B. Hughes, president 
of the Arizona-Chlioride, states that 
the corporation ise completely 
financed for all development work 
now contemplated and by the time 
that present plans have been carried 
out there is no reason to doubt but 
that the Arizona-Chioride will be 
recognized as a big mine. 

Indications point to the near ap- 
proach of the vein in the main shaft 
of the Bobby Burns, one of the con- 
stituent properties of the Arizona- 
Chloride. The machinery is being 
installed and an engine-house is be- 
ing built with all possible speed. The 
mineral content of the water in 
the bottom of the shaft is very en- 
couraging and once the machine 
drills begin to bite into the rock ore 
of exceptional richness should be 
uncovered. An interesting experi- 
ment was made on the Bobby Burns 
recently. Surface ore was scraped 
up and assayed. The returns, ac- 
cording to the management, were 
$1.86 in gold and $18.41 per ton in 
silver. On account of their ap- 
pearance the surface ores on the 
Bobby Burns had never been investi- 
gated and the assays secured this 
week occasioned considerable sur- 
prise. 

Work on the Copper Hill tunnel 
of the Hughes-Arizona Copper Com- 
pany is getting along nicely. The 
ore in the face of the tunnel has 
narrowed down a little, but tndica- 
tions point toward the approach to 
the ore body which is being sought. 
It was estimated that the tunnel 
would have to be driven to a total 
length of 600 feet before this ore 
body would be encountered, but ft 
now looks as if the ideas of “ 
engineer in charge were too 
servative. 

DRIFT IN ORE.

VALUE OF BAD ODORS.

Disease or Where Likely to Exist. 
[Louisville Courter Journal:] 

Even a bad odor has its uses. Sei- 


entists say that the offensive smell 
which comes from decaying and dis- 
ease-breeding matter is in reality 
one of nature's measures of pre- 
paredness and of prevention. 

Offensive odors indirectly prevent 
the spread of epidemics by calling 
attention to the breeding place of 
the disease. They give warning that 
something is wrong, and they per- 
sist in this warning by becoming 
more and more offensive until the 
wrong is righted. 

The odor does not convey the germ 
or communicate the disease, because 
in most cases direct contact is neces- 
sary to do this, or the infection is 
communicated by some substance 
taken into, or brought in contact 
with, the body. But it does tell 
where the disease exists or is likely 
to exist. It also gives warning of 
tainted or unfit food, as the nose is 
intended by nature to be one of 
man’s chief allies in the fight for 
health. 

Some have even gone so far as to 
state that mothers should not dis- 
courage or forbid children smelling 
their food before they eat it. The 
tendency to do this is said to be a 
natural one. The nose is not placed 
above the mouth by accident. It was 
designed in primitive man as a guide 
post for his stomach, and it is still 
a good guide.
